"ic free press (Western style) 
its practitioners seem lo have 


become exceedingly handy scape- 
goals for Ihe disgruntled. We note 
lhal in recent days such dissimilar 
persons as the Soviel journalist Ilya 
Ehrenburg and 
Father 
Divine 
have been taking pol-shols al Ihe 
reporters and their bosses. But we 
arc more interested today in the 
complaint of Mr. H. Hynd, parlia 
mcnlary secretary to Britain's Firsl percentage. 
Lord of the Admiralty. 


Mr. Hynd thinks that newsmen 


are making things unduly hard for 
t^p British government. "We find 
ill the press," he says, "not only 
rather qucqr .reports, as sometimes 
happens, but also little-bits slipped 
in here and there—sometimes ir 
a humorist column—all lltllc digs 
at the Labor government." 


Mr. Hyud would, probably chide 
us for lifting 'these "little bits1' 
from the body of the speech tha 
contained them, but they seem 16 
contain the gist of his complaint 
And if we were one of the Labor 
government's many British 
sup 


porters, we should be a tittle dis 
Ifty'bod if we thought that this conl 
plaint represented a widespreac 
official feeling. 


For Mr. Hynd's objection seem 


jf not of discouragement. That fool- 
to betoken a feeling of uncertainty, 
ing is often revealed in an acute 
scnsitivily to criticism and a sus- 
ceptibility lo severe bruises at the 
impact of Ihe Icasl unkind word. 


One might be led to believe that

Next 
month they may return to the ;ior- 
irial 72 percent extraction rate. A 
little time will be required to use 
up present stocks of dark flour 
and move Ihe while flour into dis- 
tribution channels. 


These cased restrictions

made possible, Anderson said, by 
this year's record crops of wheat 
and corn and 
by action of 
the 
Price Decontrol Board in re-estab- 
lishing ceilings on meat animals. 
Meal ceilings arc expcclcd lo pre- 
vent "excessive" feeding of grain, 
particularly wheat, to livestock.

Liquor distillers will be allotted 


20 percent — or 500,000 bushes 
—more grain in September than 
in August. Regulations .prohibiling 
the use of wheat and higher grades 
of corn and limiting line quantities 
of rye which may be used by dis- 
tillers continue in effect. 


Makers of beer and ale, will be 


granted 21.5 percent more 
grain 


in the September-November quar- 
ter than they otherwise would have 
received. As a consequence, brew- 
ers will have 85 percent, instead 
of the present 70 percent, of the 
grain they used in corresponding 
quarters last year.

Miami, Fla., Aug. 23 — (UP)— 


Eighteen 
Estonian refuReos who 


anded here Wednesday after com- 
ileling a 6,000-mile modern Odys- 
sey of the sea had Iheir first foot- 
liold in the United States today, as 
city officials 
opened up a .pier 


warehouse to house'them. 


Led by tall, -blond Capt. 
Felix 


Tandre, the refugees set up their 
mattresses on the floor of-the pier. 


".It is not so cramped as 
the 
ship," grinned Tandre, and "we 
lave showers and .washing facili- 
ties.".

Even as the city opened 
the 


warehouse to the refugees, offers 
of free accommodations at .luxxiri- 
ous Miami. Beach hotels 
poured 


n on the bewildered -refugees. 
But Tandre said they .were well 


satisfied with the warehouse, and 
would remain there until immigra- 
tion officials have ruled on their 
alea to enter America, "the only 
country whei'e the little people are 
free and safe." 


Tandre and his wife appeared be- 


fore immigration authorities at a 
closed hearing here this morning. 
Two other couples were to testify 
later in the day. 


Francis J. H. Beyer, officer in 
charge of immigration, 
said 
a 


transcript of the completed 
hear- 


ings would probably be forwarded, 
to the attorney .general's office in- 
Washington early next week. 


Final decision on whether 
the 


refugees — who found Russian oc- 
cupation of their homeland no bet- 
ter than German rule —may enter 
this country- will be made by the 
attorney general. 


To Miamians, 
however, there, 


was little doubt that these smiling 
bronze-skinned, 
blond 
Estonians 
would make good citizens. 


"Didn't they 
sail 
3,600 
miles 


across the ocean in a 38-foot boat 
to find independence?" they asked. 
"Those are our kind of people." 
The refugees, themselves, 
were 


convinced that Ihis was the coun- 
try they had dreamed about 
so 


long. Here's what 
happened 
to 


them during their first full day in 
the new world: 


Dock hands nioved them lo a 


rent-free berth in the city harbor.

Refugees 


Miami, Fla., Aug. 23 — (UP)— 


Eighteen 
Estonian refuReos who 


anded here Wednesday after com- 
ileling a 6,000-mile modern Odys- 
sey of the sea had Iheir first foot- 
liold in the United States today, as 
city officials 
opened up a .pier 


warehouse to house'them. 


Led by tall, -blond Capt. 
Felix 


Tandre, the refugees set up their 
mattresses on the floor of-the pier. 


".It is not so cramped as 
the 
ship," grinned Tandre, and "we 
lave showers and .washing facili- 
ties.".

Even as the city opened 
the 


warehouse to the refugees, offers 
of free accommodations at .luxxiri- 
ous Miami. Beach hotels 
poured 


n on the bewildered -refugees. 
But Tandre said they .were well 


satisfied with the warehouse, and 
would remain there until immigra- 
tion officials have ruled on their 
alea to enter America, "the only 
country whei'e the little people are 
free and safe." 


Tandre and his wife appeared be- 


fore immigration authorities at a 
closed hearing here this morning. 
Two other couples were to testify 
later in the day. 


Francis J. H. Beyer, officer in 
charge of immigration, 
said 
a 


transcript of the completed 
hear- 


ings would probably be forwarded, 
to the attorney .general's office in- 
Washington early next week. 


Final decision on whether 
the 


refugees — who found Russian oc- 
cupation of their homeland no bet- 
ter than German rule —may enter 
this country- will be made by the 
attorney general. 


To Miamians, 
however, there, 


was little doubt that these smiling 
bronze-skinned, 
blond 
Estonians 
would make good citizens. 


"Didn't they 
sail 
3,600 
miles 


across the ocean in a 38-foot boat 
to find independence?" they asked. 
"Those are our kind of people." 
The refugees, themselves, 
were 


convinced that Ihis was the coun- 
try they had dreamed about 
so 


long. Here's what 
happened 
to 


them during their first full day in 
the new world: 


Dock hands nioved them lo a 


rent-free berth in the city harbor. 
They noticed that the 
Estonians 


had only Swedish money, 'and very 
little of that. They took up a col- 
lection and showered the

with fresh meat, fruit, candy and 
toys for little eight-year-old Eha 
Kajju and many other presents —

The alleged new theft was dis- 
closed by Assistanl Prosecutor Cap- 
tain Harold H. Chase of Salina, 
Kansas, who opened the prosecu- 
tion's case.
